YOBK, Aug. 28.— The Post's 


Montreal correspondent gays : Tlia suc- 
cess attending through traffic on the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Kailway has been greater 
than the most sanguine friend of the 
enterprise could wish for, notwithstand- 
ing that its Pacific cbaueotious, by sea 
and by land, are not yet compleated, 
and that through service has only been 
in operation for sis -weeks. The receipts 
axe far in excess ot those of last year, 
•whioh included over $1,000,000 for trans- 
portation service in connection with the 
Northwest rebellion, -while its net earn- 
ings are more than sufficient to pay a 3 
per cent dividend and fixed charges. It 
is free of debt to tho Government, and 
its nuances are now in BO sound a con- 
dition as to enable it to complete the 
large undertakings it baa yet on hand, 
by which the Atlantic and Pacific ara to 
be connected. The sea trade, which has 
already been doubled from Japan over 
the road to Canadian and American 
•points is very considerable. Five Bail- 
ing ships have beoi* chartered. 
Great 


things are looked for with the comple- 
tion of the Minneapolis, Sault Ste, 
Marie aud Atlautio Railroad, which ia 
to connect the Canedian Pacific with 
St. Paal, via Sault Ste. Marie. That 
part whioh runs through Canada is be- 
ing built by the Canadian Pacific, while 
the American section ia being con- 
structed by a syndicate of rich Minne- 
apolis millers, is is said, backed by the 
Sank of Montreal. This will be a more 
direct route for cattle, floor and grain 
£rom the West to Boston, and as short a 
tine as any other to N«w York.

Thosa of our esteemed contemporaries 


whose ideal of civil service reform, as 
they aver, is practically attained in the 
British Empire, might profitably dis- 
pstoh special correspondents of recog- 
nized ability to investigate the fetich 
which they, in their ignorance, call 
upon Americans to fall down and adore. 
We make the last suggestion to them in 
good faith, solely actuated with a desira 
to get some light in their hitherto dark- 
ened columns oo this subject. 
Before 


their "specials" start out, we will offer 
a few pointers on the British "civil ser- 
vice," by way of making their work easy 
and to whet their appetite for the in- 
quiry. Beginning at the top round of 
the oificial ladder, it will ba found for a 
long w»y downward that the "spoils" 
oystem ia as rigidly carried out as if 
Flaaagan, of Texas, was himself the 
perpetual civil servica counselor ot each 
British Cabinet. At the bottom of the 
ladder, in ths poorly paid offices, civil 
serrics r«form obtains to gome extent — 
by no means ax far as is imagined by it a 
"uuco: godly" 
American worshipers. 


As the investigation to be worth any- 
thing, should be thorough, we venture 
to indicate as a fertile field to start on, 
first the officials of the royal household, 
who hold office only during the contin- 
uance in power of the political party to 
which they belong. The lord Stewart of 
the household receives the modest pit- 
tance of $10,000 a yoar for 11 supposed 
supervision of her Majesty's domestic 
economy. A little army of underlings, 
not so well paid, belong to this depart- 
ment. Then comes the Treasurer of 
the household and the Comptroller each 
receiving a salary of $4,520, with their 
respective 
bait alii on 
of 
underlings. 


The Lord Chamberlain only gets $10,- 
000 a year for presumably having charge 
over all the chambers except the royal 
bedchamber. By the way, the present 
Lord Chamberlain is the Karl of Ken- 
mare, who is just- now making the 
County 
of Kerry, 
Ireland, 
where 


his landed property 
lies, a down- 


right paBdemomum through the whole- 
sale eviction* of his rack-rented ten- 
antry, 
A» though the Lord Chamber- 


lain could not perform the fictitious 
work of the office nlone, he is given a 
Vice Chamberlain with an annual sti- 
pend of $4,620. In addition he has 
charge of sixteen knights to protect the 
defenseless damsels and daman of the 
court at good round salaries. Ha has 
four salaried chaplains to pray for them, 
four salaried yeomen to make beds, a 
well-paid barber to dress their hair, a 
well-paid doctor to physio thsrn, a sal- 
aried svirgeou to repivir their broken 
limhu, and Home fifty other subordi- 
nates, ouch oue drawing u sung yearly 
stipend. 


Next cometi the master of the horsa, 


whose authority is supposed to extend 
over this stfibius, including the horsoa, 
Spanish jeun«U, troltavs, blacksmiths, 
coachmen, harness-maker!), etc. For 
performing this duty ho is paid $12,500 
a year. To aid this functionary, how- 
ever, there is a chief equerry, at a sul- 
ary of $5,000 a year, with several ad- 
ditional equerries at $3,500 a year 
each. Then there 13 a master of the 
buckhounds in connection with his of- 
fice to look after, but he gets $8,500 a 
year, all. the same. A groom of the 
stole receives $10,000. Twelve lords of 
the bedchamber get $5,000 a year each, 
while thirteen grooms of the bedcham- 
ber gut only $2,500 per annum apiece 
The members of yeomen of the guard 
get from $5,000 a year downward, wbile 
the gentlemen-at-arms are paid from 
$2,500 downward, A number oi lorda- 
in-waiting are each allowed $3,515 a 
year, while sundry grooms-in-waiting 
get but $1,680. A small army of atinto 
cratio pages bring up the rear of the royal 
household spoilsmen, each with $1,000 
a year out of the taxes paid by the Brit- 
ish and Irish people. All these snug 
bertha go as spoils to the victors with 
every change of ministry. 


The ladies, too, of the political party 


in power ore not forgotten. 
A mistress 


of the robes is satisfied with $2,500. 
Ten ladies of the bt-d-oharnbar receive a 
like sum -each. Nine bed-chamber wo- 
men receive $1,500 npieoe. Eight maids 
of honor receive $3,000 a 'year each. 
Then there ia a royal falconer and wood- 
rangers, and a host of 'other well-paid 
officials, all dependent on the ministry 
in power. The competitive system is 
un thought of in this extensive domain 
of British officialism. 


When a British ministry goes out of 


office, in addition to the official army 
just referred to, scores of private secre- 
taries, who are paid by the public, anc 
hundreds of contingent clerks from the 
Government offices go oat with them. 
Every British ministry has, moreover, 
absolute disbursement of the people's 
money to unlimited amount, uudur the 
name of the "secret service" fnud 
Millions of dollars are paid out year!; 
through this channel to whomsoever th 
heads of departments »ec fit. In some 
years, as in 1882, these disbursements 
amounted to over $6,000,000, No in 
formation will be given the poople'i 
representatives as to whom these sunn 
are;paid, or as to what 'service, if auy 
have been rendered by the payees 


of the amount asked for, and called 
upon him before the vote was taken to 
liwi.Uti. »li.vt i; siionld uof, bn usi'd for 
electioneering purposes. They had been 
there themselves, and, of course, knew 
what they were talking about. In this 
direction liea another auriferous vein 
for the fetich worshipers ol British civil 
service to look up. 


Now take the office of Postmaster 


General Raikea, who has just been ap- 
pointed by the Marquis of Salisbury. 
He gives out the new contracts for car- 
rying mails to such railroads and steam- 
boat lines as he sees fit, totally untram- 
rnelad. The Commons cannot interfere 
with this absolute prerogativ* of h\8 of- 
fice, which carries with it a valuuble 
patronage; not, indeed, in the subordi- 
nate positions of the postal department, 
but very far reaching outside of it. 
To 


refer to the various Britinh departments 
in detail would be tedious aud weari- 
some, and as we only proposed to give 
our contemporaries a few helpful hints 
in starting oat their special correspond- 
ents, we will stop here. 
Vfe could go 


on indefinitely furnishing elews to other 
branches ,of the British spoils system. 
But this will So for the present.

Increase Iu Oar Wine 1'ruitnci. 


Ths San Francisco Call says: 
The officials of the State Board of 


Viticulture estimate that the wine pro- 
duct of the State this year will fall short 
of the-original estimated yield of 25,- 
000,000 gallouw, and amouut only to 
about 20,000,000. 
The principal reason 


for this appears to be the dropping of 
grapes from the vines through some ap- 
parently unexplained cause. But the 
f».ct that there is to be a shortage from 
the firm estimate muat not be taken us 
an evidence that there is- any falling off 
iu the wine product a* compared with 
preceding years. It is an easy matter 
to sit down and estimate what a crop or 
an output of anything may b« when tti« 
acreage devoted to it is known, but it is 
seldom thut these estimates prove to be 
even approximately correct. This year's 
estimate, it seema, was too high by 
about, 5,000,000 gallons, bat when the 
actual gallons of wiue produced in this 
State last, year are kunwo, tbeti it is 
seen that even,after 5,000,000 have been 
subtracted, the total is still 4,000,000 
greater than-the product of 1883, which 
was 10,000,000 gallons. Tons, thia year 
shows an -incr«ttH« ovor. Ust of 25 per 
cent., and this is entirely «ati»faotory. 
The first estimate abowtd an iucrtase of 
nearly 60 per cent, manifestly too high 
n figure. Twenty-five per cent isenongti 
to gain in a henlthy way. If we cao 
gain a quarter every year onr wine in- 
terests will be increasing as rapidly, as 
the most enthusiastic Californiaus could 
expect.
